Considering that the 
Bulgarian Legation in Vienna is a center of BIS activities, within and 
outside Austria, the prime objective is to attempt,, to penetrate the 
Bulgarian Legation itself. Because of the apparent loyalty of the 
individuals employed in the Legation it appears highly improbably that 
any of these persons could be recruited without a long drawn <out process 
of selecting the proper subject, and than attempting to defect him or 
her in place. Therefore, to avoid this time consuming project/ Zatscheff 
a former student who had worked for the Soviets in Vienna as a driver 
and who is a part-time radio repairman, bacame friendly with employees 
/of the Legation by doing radio repair work for nothing or at a veiy low 
l cost; he also invited a few,; of the female legation employees for an 
' occ asional /evening' s entertainment. This resulted in Zatscheff becoming 
well' known among Bulgarian circles in Vienna, especially those within * 
the legation. He was generally accepted in the legation circles as an 
individual sympathetic to their cause. Proof of this acceptance is thkt 
he has attended, through formal invitation, several of the Legations of- .. 
r f icial functions and has been used as an “errand boy* 1 by Legation offi- 
/cials. He is no longer questioned when he enters the Legation building 
but is allowed to go directly to the office or section of the individual 
he is seeking. The ultimate aim is for him to obtain full-time employ- , 
ment in the Legation and or to possibly defect someone thbre through

In order to effect a more complete penetra- 
tion of the' BIS, it appears advisable to penetrate it within Bulgaria 
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v itself by utilizing Sterringer who has various contacts with officials 
and functionaries and their wives in Loin and Sofia through her occupa- 
tion as a dressmaker and stylist. Sterringer, who since childhood has 
been a personal friend of Mitzaikoff, succeeded in travelling to Vienna 
to visit her father and mother-in-law. During this visit ahe contacted 
Mitzaikoff, for purely personal reasons, on several occasions. During 
December 1956, Mitzaikoff debriefed her on personalities and installa- 
tions in and around Lom and Sofia which could posaibly be of intelli- 
gence interest. Eventually she was approached by Mitzaikoff in January 
1957 sad- consented to work for him. Sterringer has since departed for 
her home in Lom where she will intensify her social and business con- 
tacts with the previously reported individuals with the purpose of 
planting the idea that since her travel to Austria she is not completely 
satisfied with hoi 4 standard of living in Bulgaria, and would be willing 
to do other things besides dressmaking to improve it. The ultimate aim 
is to make herself available and desirable for recruitment, by the BIS 
for service, possibly in Austria or West Germany.

In December 1956, Atanas gave Mitzaikoff 
a list of ships and personnel, the .political status as far as possible of 
the personnel* operating between Russe and Vienna, ^he approach to Atanas 
was made possible because on previous trips to Vienna Atanas would contact 
Mitzaikoff and give Kim inf ormation concerning the welfare of /Mitzaikoff ? s ;• 
family who still, reside in Lon. Mitzaikoff has known Atanas as a personal 
friend for several years. Atanas expressed his willingness to accomplish * 
anything within his power for’ Mitzaikoff.

Because the majority of Bulgarians, 
technical trade and special skills excepted, -are either farmers or 
garden'ers, the Bulgarian Gardeners’ Association in Austria, ?rliich has 
branch associations throughout Europe is believed to be one of the kSy 
targets of the BIS. From the ranks of this association the BIS pos-^ . 
sibly obtains many of their sources who are in a position to inform « 
the BlSvflf political frsuide and emigre developments and movements among 
the Bulgarians in western countries. In October. 1956, in an effort to' 
dlt ermine the extent o£;BIS activities in other countries, especially 
West Germany, through this association, &itzaikoff approached anC re- 
cruited Encseff, who is a member '"of long standing in the association.

Bulgarian oat izen, a member of the Orthodox Catholic church, is regis- 
tered in Vienna as a Btudent. On 18 July 1949» Kikoloff married Susanna 
Xlintschoroff , bom 8 February 1925 in Sofia, who is a doctor of medi- 
. cine by profession but not permitted private practice in Austria. They 
reside at Adalbert Stiftergasse 26/19* Vienna. It is believed that from 
time to time valuable information c an also be obtained £rom the politi- . 
cally non-active or from the non-communist Bulgarian elements in Vienna. 

In addition, tfikoloff, who is an electro -technician by profession, who v , 
now operates a wholesale and retail vegetable business in Vienna, was 
approached by Mitzaikoff in Hovember 1996, for the purpose of furnishing 
information concerning individuals employed or actively associated with : 
the Bulgarian legation with whom he has frequent business contacts. 
Nikoloff can also check the friends and activities of Mitzaikoff * s other 
sub-sources. Hikoloff has been a close personal friend of Mitzaikoff 
for many years and it is believed that through, the formers' extensive 
business and social contacts that ho could contribute greatly to the 
over-all effort and also help to establish better control of Mitzaikoff* s 
net.^ ’ ,, 

\ 3* SUBJECT, who as net control leader of Mitzaikoff* s Bulgarian 

net, is the only link between the net end the Region IV handling agent. 

His position, as suoh affords advantages which will be lost if direct 
contact with Mitzaikoff would be maintained by the American handling 
agent for the following reasons: 

a. The majority of the aforementioned individuals for the post 
part speak only vary poor German and can write only in' the Kilgarian 
language. This advantage is surmounted by SUBJECT'S ability to read, 
write and speak the Bulgarian language fluently. SUBJECT'S extensive 
background in economic and political affairs of the Balkan area also en- 
ables him to understand the mentality and personality traits of the 0 
Bulgarian people which cannot : be accomplished by anyone not having con T 
siderable schooling in the history and background of Bulgaria. 

b. Because, Mitzaikoff, the key individual, is unable to travel 
outside of Austria, it would be necessary that a handling agent make many 
trips to Vienna for maintaining, control of the net. SUBJECT'S residence 
in Austria, however, enables him to maintain constant contact with 
Mitzaikoff and* the net. Frequent travel to Austria to maintain proper 
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contact with the net by an American handling agent would make it ex- 
tremely difficult to operate discreetly over an extended period of time. 
On the other hand, SUBJECT ia officially registered and documented by 
the Austrian Internal Ministry as a press correspondent and has press 
relatione with several newspapers end universities in Austria and West 
Germany which allows him frequent and unquestioned travel within or 
outside of Austria. 


c. By having SUBJECT as the sole contact with the net, the 
personnel of the net do not realize that they are working for an 
American intelligence agency; therefore, this would avoid any possibi- 
lity of embarrassment to this organization in Austria in the evant of 
any unforeseen adverse action on the part of any member of the net, 
with the exception of SUBJECT himself. 

d. Because of SUBJECT'S knowledge of languages, he is able 
to translate all information obtained from the persons employed in the 
net into the German language which makes it readily usable for process- 
ing and reporting. 

4. Cost of continuing the operation is, for the present, approxi- 
mate! • follow: 


a. SUBJECT as net control leader would receive a maxi mum 

monthly payment of ANS 4,000 (approximately $'<55) with an additional 
mont' ly exr-.aditure of ANS 2,000 (approximately §77.50) for travel and 
lc: j espouses. In the event that SUBJECT would only be associated 

wi ;he Bulgarian net and not with any other nationality, his payment 
will be correspondingly decreased. 

b. Hitzaikoff would receive a monthly payment of ANS 1,500 
(approximately $57) with an additional monthly expenditure of approxi- 
mately ANS 750 (approximately $29) for travel expense and for entertain- 
nenc of Bulgarians of interest in Vienna. 

c. Steringer would receive a monthly payment of ANS 1,200 
(approximately 345)* However, this payment would be directly dependent 
upon the .degree of success of her efforts against the BIS in Bulgaria. 

d. Zatscheff would receive a monthly payment of ANS 1,000 
(approximately $ 50 )* 

e. Encseff and Gontsoheff would receive a monthly payment of 
ANS 600 ( approximately $ 25 ) each. 

f. Nikoloff would receive a monthly payment of ANS 500 (ap- 
proximately $12). 
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g. Atanas and Zozof t would not receive any monthly payment 
but would be considered rather on the basis of each individual contact. 
These contact® however would absorb tha greater portion of Mitzaikoff 1 s 
entertainment expenditures because he must pay for their meals and other 
expenses during their association* 


5 . In accordance with the requirements and scope of Operational 
Memorandum 6/56, the above Bulgarian intelligence net was attempted 
in an effort to penetrate and neutralize the intelligence operations of 
the BIS in Germany and Austria. Because of the geographical location 
of Bulgaria in relation to Germany, it is believed that a relay point 
or secondary base of operations must be established by the BIS in order 
to assure a smoother, more dependable and more easily controlled means 
of operations and communioation in their efforts against West Germany 
and USAREOR. The logioal center for their activities would be a neutral 
country which offers relatively easy contact with controlling elements 
in Bulgaria and still provide somewhat of a free hand as far as clandes- 
tine intelligence activities are concerned. In agreement with this, 
it appears that Vienna, Austria, is not only the clearing house for 
Bulgarian but for all Balkan intelligence activities launched against 
USAREOR and ’Jest European countries. Because of the difficulty of de- 
tecting and neutralizing every individual effort of the BIS against • 

Uest Germany and TJSAREDR, it is believed that if an effective penetra- 
tion is established at the base of operations or a relay point such as 
Vienna, it would then be possible to tap many of the arteries which feed j 

their intelligence efforts to western nations, particularly Uest Germany, 
by the efforts of one or a few individuals. It is further believed that 
an effective counter intelligence net operating in Vienna, Austria-,, will ! 

afford the best method and possibility of accomplishing this objective. j
